CnroiNKATi, June 24.—Harper and 
Hopkins were locked up in jail at 11:45 
p. m. last night. 


In cells Nos, 67 and 68 of the Hamil- 
ton county jail are now imprisoned E. L. 
Harper, vice-president and general mana- 
ger, and Ben. E. Hopkins, late assistant 
cashier of the Fidelity l^ational bank. 
They failed to get bail. At 10:30 they 
themselves gave up all hope and asked 
to be taken to jail. 
They were attended 
by a few friends and went quietly with- 
out attracting attention, in custody of 
the United States marshal and deputies. 


Harper took matters philosophically. 
Hopkins broke down quite perseptably. 
As they entered the jail some of the 
prisoners who form the Sabbath service 
choir were singing "Nearer, My Qod, to 
Thee." 
They are in adjacent cells in 
the first tier, among 
the eommon 
prisoners. 


Messrs. Harper and Hopkins, of the 
Fidelity bank, spent the night in jail. 
Harper is reported to have slept soundly 
while Hopkins spent most of the time 
walking the floor. They were visited by 
their friends this morning and were 
again making an effort to procure bail. 
It is said Harper yesterday telegraphed 
to Mr. Whiteley, of Springfield, asking 
him to come and go apon his bond, but 
at that time that great mannfaotnring 
concern was taking steps for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver. 


SEBTED HIH BI^HT. 


James Webb, a Mississippi W e Mur- 
derer, is Lynched by a Mob of 
Unmasked Men. 


St, liouis, June 24,—Early yester- 
day morning a party of unmasked armed 
men overpowered the jailer at Eosciui- 
ko. Miss., and took James Webb, a 
white man, and hanged him with a 
prow line on a trestle on the Canton, 
Aberdeen and Nashville railroad. The 
5 o'clock train passing over the trestle 
cut the rope, allowing the body to fall 
to the ground. 
Webb lived near New- 
port, Miss. 
Last Sunday he gave his 
wife a dose of strychnine, telling her it 
was calomel. 
She was soon in convul- 
sions. 
He refused to let the doctor be 
called, hence the lynching followed.

The trunk fell over on the 
house, crashing entirely through the 
frail structure, narrowly missing Mr. 
and Mrs. Cox. 


Jack Gee, a Wabash brakeman, re- 
siding in Peru, was in the city yester- 
day, looking for his sister, Laura, who 
had ran away from home. 
With the as- 
sistance of the city marshyl, the girl was 
traced to the home of a Wabash gentle- 
man where she had found employment 
as a domestic. 
Lianra had joined the 
Salvation Army, and was quite devoted 
to the band. 
She would give no ex- 
planation of her escapade. 
The girl left

Do Store-Pipe Hats Mi^e Bald Headst 


The habit of wearing warm coverings 
on the head is not of recent date; the 
armies of Europe, for instance, no in- 
considerable number of men, with heads 
close cropped, 
have worn for a long 
period warmer and heavier 
head-gear 
than the 
modern 
dwellers in cities, 
without the same tendency to baldness. 
Nor are the heavy fur coverings of the 
northern races incompatible with lux- 
uriant hair. 
It is also difficnl t to under- 
stand what injury can result from close 
catting, per se. 
The growth is in the 
hair-follicle, and in it alone; there is no 
vital connection between the hair out- 
side the scalp and within; it is usually 
cut closest at the back of the head and 
neck, 
where baldness never 
occurs. 
Would not close cutting rather 
stimu- 
late the growth by exposure of the 
scalp ? 
Such at least is the popular be- 
lief. 
So, too, with indoor life; women, 
who ought to show it most, whether in 
the home or in the factory, are never 
bald as men are; on the contrary, it is 
most common with men in good circum- 
stances, as Mr. Eaton's statistics show, 
men who spend a larger proportion of 
their daytime in the open air than the 
indoor worker. 


I believe the common form of bald- 
ness is due entirely to the kind of hat 
that is worn, principally to the high hat 
and the hard felt hat, but also to any 
other head-covering that constricts the 
blood-vessels which nourish the hair- 
bulbs. 
To have a clearer understand- 
ing of this we must remember that the 
scalp is supplied with blood by arteries 
at the back, sides, and front of, and lying 
close to, the skull, which diminish in 
size by frequent branching as they con- 
verge toward the top of the head. They 
are in most favorable position to bo 
compressed, lying on unyielding 
bone 
and covered by thin tissue. 
Consider 
what effect must be produced by a close- 
fitting, heavy, and rigid hat; its pres- 
sure must lessen to a certain extent the 
flow of arterial blood, and obstruct to a 
greater extent the return of the venous, 
the result being a sluggish 
circulation 
in the capillaries around the 
hair 
follicles and bulbs, a consequent im« 
pairment of nutrition, and final atrophy. 
The pressure is not trivial or imaginary, 
as any one will admit who has noticed 
the red band of congestion on the fore- 
head when a hard hat is removed after 
moderate exercise.—Fotpular Science 
.Monthly.

THE TEXOANDITS. 


Three of the Texas Train Bobbers Ar- 
rested and Brought Into 
Court. 


Avsrm, Texas, June 24,—A special 
postal agent here reports that the engi- 
neer and fireman of the train robbed at 
Flatonia, on the Southern Pacific rail- 
way, have recognized and identified two 
prisoners sent down there as participants 
in the robbery. 


Galveston, Tex., June 24—A special 
dispatch from San Antonio says: 
Late 
this evening T. P. Bicharason, of Mc- 
Mullen county, was arrested ou suspi- 
cion of being one of the train robbers.

THE disturbances in Wales resultant 
upon the attempt to collect tithes will 
probably lead to a revival of the pro- 
position looking to the dis-establish- 
ment of the English Church in that 
country. 
The hardy Welshmen, among 
whom the doctrine of dissent is largely 
held, have often made strenuous eôorts 
to resist the payment of tithes, but the 
influence of landlordism, which is 
almost as great in Wales as it is in Ire- 
land, has hitherto been able to keep the 
system in force. Prior to the Tithe Com- 
mutation act of 1836 there were many 
discreditable occurrences—such as ft 
peasant shooting his rector, or a rector 
tithing a peasant's wages and putting 
him in jail on account of a few shillings 
—but even since that time scenes have 
been witnessed whereof the tendency 
was to bring religion into disrepute. 
The claim made by Blackstone that 
clergymen were entitled to a tenth part 
of the increase yearly arising from the 
profits of lands, the stock upon lands, 
and the personal industry of the inhabi- 
tants was effectually disposed of by the 
Dean of Norwich as far back as the 
year 1710; and the present Bishop of 
Chester has added the weight of his 
authority to the view now almost uni- 
versally held that the claim of the 
clergy to tithes cannot be put upon 
any Divine right. Nor is there any 
analogy between the tithe system pre- 
vailing among the Jews and that which 
exists in the English Church. 
With 
the former the tithes were applied to 
the support of the whole tribe of Levi, 
the priests having received a tenth of 
the tithe, and no power was vested in 
any person to enforce the payment of 
these tithes. The English tithe system, 
as Walpole says in his "History of En- 
gland," in course of time resulted in 
giving England the richest church and 
the richest aristocracy in the world, the 
wealth of both having in many cases 
been due to fraudulent appropriationa.

The 6flla Monster. 
Recently there has been added to the 
garden an animal that is as dangerous 
as it is ugly. 
It comes from Arizona, is 
found in Montana, and is different from 
almost every other animal known to 
scientists save the eyeless fish of the 
Mammoth cave. 
It cannot live in the 
sunlight. 
It is found in dark, deep, 
out-of-the-way caves and canons, and 
its breath is said to be deadly. 
Now 
comes the question. How is this poison- 
ous breath emitted? 
The Gala mon- 
ster is a species of lizard, and when dis- 
turbed simply thrusts out a needle-like 
fang, or, more properly, feeler, the end 
of which expands and spreads out like 
a fan. 
Some claim that the poison is 
emitted from this fan-like appendage; 
others think that the poisonous exhala- 
tion comes from the animal's mouth, 
and is simply blown out like the breath 
of any animal endowed with sufScient 
lung power. 
At any rate the Gila 
monster is a fighter. When he first ar- 
rived he was put in a cage with two rat- 
tlesnakes. 
They were large, powerful 
animals, and all being reptiles together 
no apprehensions were entertained that 
any diflerences would arise between the 
cold-blooded creatures. 
Not so, how- 
ever. 
The snakes went fooling around 
the lizard, which is only about fifteen 
inches long, and filled his little ugly 
body full of their poisonous venom. 
It 
took no effect whatever, but in the 
morning when the keeper came two 
dead rattlesnakes lay stretched in the 
sand, while the little monster was as 
lively as a cricket. 


When the animal came on by express 
it was packed in a box, and by some 
means got out. 
The mesenger, with 
more nerve than discretion, grabbed it 
by the tail and thrust it back. 
When 
Stevens told him what a risk he had 
run, and how deadly the animal he had 
handled was, he turned pale and ex- 
claimed : 
"I wouldn't do it again for 
the world!" 


Its color is a sort of dark maroon, 
with yellow spots, which brighten after 
shedding. 
Its food consists of insects, 
which of course cannot be supplied in 
winter, so instead the Gila monster 
gets one raw egg a day. 
It makes a 
hole about a quarter of an inch in size, 
and soon sucl^ out the contents. 
The 
animal is confined in an iron cage, with 
glasE one-half an inch in thickness, and 
through a small round hole in the top 
the eggs are let down in the sand bot- 
tom by means of a wire noose. 
The 
cage is kept in a dark place, where no 
ray of sunlight ever comes, and beneath 
runs a coil of steam-pipes, as the ani- 
mal cannot endure the cold. 
Its head 
is not unlike that of an alligator, while 
its tail is of considerable thickness, 
short, and fat.—Cincinnati 
Enquirer.
